| Town seeks to hike this year’s taxes 


For workers’ raises 


By Andrea Gregory 

Are residents willing to add an extra $43 
or so onto their tax bills this fiscal year so the 
town can reserve cash for possible pay raises 
to town employees? Special Town Meeting 
voters will decide on Nov. 9. 

The plan is to raise $600,000 in taxes that 
the town can put it into a stabilization fund 
and later use to pay off contract settlements. 


But there is no guarantee that is how the 
money will be used. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski said the 
article will not specify that the money must 
be used for cost-of-living increases. But 
Stapczynski said the “obvious big hole in our 
budget” is the lack of money to offer any 
cost-of-living pay increases to employees. 

“We would really have to use this,” he 
said about offering pay increases. 

Andover can raise an additional $600,000 


and still be under Proposition 2% limits 
because of unexpected new growth. 
Andover officials estimated new growth 
would total $1.2 million when they were 
compiling the budget approved at the annual | 
spring Town Meeting. Due to a boom in con- 
struction activity, the new growth figure is 
closer to $1.8 million. This lets the town [, 
increase the amount it can tax and still 
remain under the Proposition 24 levy limit.

Ringing endorsement: Calls are latest tactic

A barrage of prerecorded 
calls attacking State Rep. Bar- 
bara L’Italien’s political inten- 
tions has kept phones ringing 
this week — just the latest move 
in a bitterly fought battle for the 
18th Essex District 

One message, delivered by an 
anonymous woman, accuses 
LItalien of running a “negative 
and nasty” campaign against her 
opponent for the 18th Essex rep- 
resentative’s seat, Republican 
Maria Marasco. 

Alyson Shaw, an Andover 
resident who returned home to 
find a message on her answering 
machine both Monday and Tues- 
day, wondered who was respon- 
sible for sending the unattributed 
propaganda piece. 

The message says: “Barbara 
L’Italien has been mailing lies 
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“Barbara L'Italien is at it 
again with her nasty lies... 
and is now trying to 
compare herself to the 
queen of England.”

Sewers $3.5M 


over budget

Who's responsible that 
Andover, once again, will need 
more money to complete its 
large sewer-expansion project? 
Residents at Monday night's 
selectmen’s meeting wanted to 
know. 

On Nov. 9, such residents 
will decide at Special Town 
Meeting whether to approve 
another $2.5 million to finish 
what could become a more than 
$30 million project. The sewer 
project was originally expected 
to cost $26,798,000 and only 
take two years to complete. The 
request for an additional $2.5 
million comes less than a year 
after spring Town Meeting vot- 
ers approved $1.25 million 
extra.

roses. The red blinking light goes 
dormant before picking up momen- 
tum behind the room’s lone piece of 
furniture: a free-standing, full-length 
floor mirror. 

“They're laughing,” Wood said. 
“The want to play ‘run and hide’.” 

Once Wood tells curious onlook- 
ers that “Beth” died of a fever, 
Simpson informs the team of inves- 
tigators about an old graveyard 
located on the property. 

A trek through the woods, about 
100 yards in back of the house, 
revealed a private graveyard shroud- 
ed by trees, where 10 weathered 
tombstones, dating back to the 
1700s, are grouped together. Five of 
the granite markers are much small- 
er in size compared to their counter- 
parts, possibly indicating the graves 
of young children. 

Along the moonlit path to the 
cemetery, Wood caught a glimpse 
of a young woman, reminiscent of 
another period in time. “It was like a 
quick snapshot of an image,” Wood 
said. “A woman wearing a yellow 
dress looked like she was wonder- 
ing why we were here.” 

Since that evening, Kolek’s team 
of researchers have returned to 
Bow, to dig deeper into the town’s 
archives. While the investigation 
remains open, Kolek said some of 
the information documented from 
the cemetery’s headstones turned up 
matches in town death records.

The causes of death are presently 
unknown to the investigators, but 
according to Kolek, an infant, twin 
brothers and a young giri are buried 
at the site 

After her experience inside the 
house and at the graves, Wood took 
a moment to rest. While the 
Andover psychic said she has spent 
the majority of her life feeling the 
energy of others, she admits the 
whole experience can be emotional- 
ly and physically draining. 

“There have been times where 
I’ve actually had to be walked out of 
a building,” Wood confides. “Some- 
times the pain becomes so intense, 
so sharp, that it feels like my body is 
on fire.” 

Wood, who works during the 
day as a technical service engineer 
for a major computer company, still 
resides in her childhood home on 
Lowell Road with her husband and 
two children. She said even though 
her ghost hunting has obvious job 
hazards, it would be wrong not to 
use her gift to help others. 

“No one knows for certain why 
(the dead) get stuck here,” Wood 
said. “Some choose to stay because 
of unfinished business. When you 
think of it, it’s a blink of an eye in 
eternity. I'd be lying if I said it never 
bothered me. Some of the things 
I've seen provoke a knee-jerk reac- 
tion to run and hide, but if I didn’t 
try to help then I wouldn't be doing 
what I was put here to do.”

Because of a new federal law, 


the Help American Vote Act of 


2002 (HAVA), new voters who 
register for the first time by mail 
after January 2003 will be 
required to show identification 
when they vote for the first time 
in a federal election. Acceptable 
identification must include the 
voter's name and the address at 
which they are registered to vote, 
for example: a current and valid 
photo identification, current utili- 
ty bill, bank statement, paycheck, 
government check, or other doc- 
ument showing the voter’s name 
and address. 

HAVA requires voters who 
cannot show identification at the 


polls may cast a provisional bal- 
lot that will be counted later, but 
only after their eligibility to vote 
has been determined. 

Voters will be electing electors 
for president and vice president, 
representative in US Congress, 
the state senate and representa- 
tive in the General Court, coun- 
cillor, and county sheriff.

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Andover High students learn 
different ways to reduce stress

HE BRAIN. THE ATH- 
LETE. The prom queen. 
The pressure many 
adolescents place on 
themselves to fit into such 
stereotypical social molds can 
trigger high levels of stress. 

Now, Andover High School 
is offering students techniques — 
such as a crash course in yoga — 
that they can use to chill out. 

“There’s a lot of pressure to 
do well in school, but there’s 
also a lot of pressure to perform 
well athletically,” says 16-year- 
old Alex Levine, a student at 
Andover High School. “I think 
sometimes there’s so much 
competition that not fitting in 
can turn some kids on to drink- 
ing or drugs as an alternative.” 

Andover High School health 
teacher Marilyn Santagati is 
helping students discover differ- 
ent methods of coping with 
stress, including some unique 
techniques to restore balance in 
their busy lives. 

Santagati began her three- 
week course on mental health 
with discussions comparing a 
healthy state of mind to one bur- 
dened by stress, anxiety and 
depression. 

“Many of the problems kids 
are dealing with in high school 
are the same issues that teens 
have always confronted: family 
relationships, romantic relation- 
ships having ups and downs, 
pressure to excel in sports or 
succeed in SATs,” says Santa- 
gati. “But the world is different 
today and so are some of the 


challenges that kids now have to 
deal with.”

“It positively triggers levels in 
brain chemistry, ridding 
thoughts of the next test, next 
athletic competition, and helps 
(students) to appreciate the 
beauty of their own being.” 

Neither age nor weight factors 
into who can practice yoga. If 
there are certain poses that a per- 
son is unable to perform because 
of inflexibility or weight prob- 
lems, Mann said simple breathing 
techniques that everyone can 
muster will increase blood flow 
and encourage a sensation of total 
relaxation. 

“At some point we tend to 
stop breathing deeply and our 
breath becomes very shallow,” 
Mann said. “By taking just an 
hour a week to practice breath-

letes, such as 
New England Patriots quarter- 
back Tom Brady, practice yoga 
“religiously” to strengthen the 
body and enrich the mind. 

While Santagati’s students 
learn new methods of easing 
strain, a couple of students 
offered some old tactics that 
help them to better deal with 
mounting worries. 

“Talk to your friends and 
show them it’s not the end of the 
world to get a bad grade,” sug- 
gests McKelliget. 

“We're also very sheltered in 
this town,” adds Trombly. “I 
think about other people, who 
are really struggling to live and 
work twice as hard to make it. 
After realizing that, there’s not a 
lot I have to complain about.”

Down road 
to better 
sovernment 


apis VOTERS HAVE A CLEAR CHOICE in this 


year’s state election. The Republican 
challengers offer different social stances than the 
incumbents on issues such as gay marriage, and each 
challenger has taken a no-new-taxes pledge. 
Massachusetts needs a stronger two-party system, and 
voters who align with the challengers will find legiti- 
mate options. 

However, different government is not always better 
government. Each of the incumbents — Sen. Susan 
Tucker, and Reps. Barbara L’'Italien and Barry Fine- 
gold — has shown that they understand the problems 
of Andover and its people. Each has worked to make 
government more responsive and less costly while 
serving on the state level. If this trio is reelected, 
Andover would be one of the few communities its 
size to have three experienced residents in the state 
legislature. Thus, the incumbents deserve to be 
returned to continue the change they have already 
shown they can accomplish. 

Haphazardly lowering state taxes can harm services 
that town residents will demand, placing an increased 
burden here on wallets via higher local property taxes. 
The challenge for Andover and its state legislators is 
to lower overall expenses while still providing high 
quality education and other crucial services. This will 
keep Andover and the state an attractive place where 
longtime residents can still afford to live. 

Sen. Susan Tucker has proven that she can stream- 
line and improve government.

As a mother of a special needs 
child, she understands the importance of the state 
funding its mandates. The growing cost of state man- 
dates is one reason the town has run out of money and 
turned to school fees. She fought for the state to pro- 
vide more aid to Andover in this area. 

Recognizing the problems with public construction 
— an issue obvious to Andover voters thanks to the 
troubled Andover High and safety center projects — 
State Rep. Barry Finegold was involved with revamp- 
ing the public bid system. He also has shown that he 
will resist increasing taxes, as he was one of Democ- 
rats to vote against a tax increase in 2002, when the 
state was facing dark financial days. 

In summary, Andover’s legislators understand the 
problems facing Andover and have proven they will 
fight to cut costs by improving delivery. We trust 
reelection will encourage more of the same.

of the previous one we are just 
not making sense. 

My main teaching assign- 
ment at Andover High School 
was the Advanced Placement 
US History classes. When the 
students took the national AP 
exam, we never had the same 
average score any two years. If 
our average score went down 
one year from that of the previ- 
ous year, does that mean I was to 
blame? All my AP classes did 
not have the same average acad- 
emic ability, nor do our entire 
classes taking MCAS tests. 
When you start rating schools 
based upon the scores of one 
group of special needs students 
with that of the next group that 
comes along, we are really get- 
ting out of line. Special needs is 
a huge, all-involving term. 
Andover does a great job with 
these students, but certainly each 
class does not have the same 
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needs as the one before it. 

Throughout my teaching 
career, I have had the reputation 
as a tough tester. Never in any 
course did I ever count only the 
final exam for the grade. Frankly 
I have never known any teacher 
that did. In history we count the 
midterm exam, quiz average, 
research projects and papers, 
roles in student-centered activi- 
ties and class participation. No 
teacher will ever question the 
importance of a final test, but 
neither will that ever be the sole 
measure of evaluation. Needless 
to say, that is just the opposite of 
what is being done today in eval- 
uating our schools. 

In education the building of 
confidence, self esteem, respon- 
sibility, courtesy and self 
reliance are all vitally important. 
Students in the school play, the 
band, student government, ath- 
letics, cheerleading, and clubs, 
just to name a few, learn tremen- 


dously from these experiences —

officials retiring to talk in private 
after 11 p.m. But selectmen said 
they would hold the discussion 
behind closed doors because part 
of the discussion would involve 
negotiating strategies. 

The individual evaluations by 
the elected officials will not be 
made public. Major said select- 
men will have the opportunity to 
publicly elaborate on their indi- 
vidual rankings once the joint 
evaluation is released. Until that 
time, Major will not comment 
on the performance of the town 
manager, he said. 

The selectmen’s joint evalua- 
tion last year did not award 
Stapezynski a mark below three 
on a scale of one to five in any of 


ual evaluations personnel mat- 
ters, which selectmen believe 
allows them to discuss the 
reviews in a closed-door setting. 

During the secret sessions, 
selectmen plan to create a docu- 
ment that will reveal how the 
board as a whole believes 
Stapezynski is handling his job. 
Before the meeting, Major said 
the selectmen planned to review 
a draft of their consolidated 
answers during Monday night’s 
closed-door session. 

A few residents in the audi- 
ence at the public session, such 
as Tom Brady of Pettingell 
Avenue, raised concern about the 
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the categories. He was awarded a 
3.5 percent pay raise, bringing 
his annual salary from $112,270 
to $116,119. He was also given 
a one-time $4,000 bonus. 

In Stapezynski’s 14 years of 
serving as town manager, it was 
the second time he received a 
bonus. The year before he 
received a $3,000 bonus. 

However, because Andover 
does not have any money in the 
budget to give other employees 
raises, selectmen could approach 
the subject of the town manag- 
er’s pay differently this year. 
Major said the town’s current 
financial situation will “absolute- 
ly” play a role. 

“That absolutely will be one 
of the factors, a very important 
factor,” said Major. 

The town is currently negoti- 
ating several new contracts. 
Major said he could not say if 
the selectmen would vote against 
any pay increase or bonus as a 
result. 

“T can’t say that. I’m one 
vote. I think I have been pretty 
straight forward in the past. If we 
can’t afford it, we can’t afford 
it,” said Major. 

Major was among the offi- 
cials to criticize the School 
Committee for offering both 
Superintendent Claudia Bach 
and her assistant Marcia O'Neil 
2-percent merit pay increases at 
the end of the summer. 

Selectman Alex Vispoli said 


it would be irresponsible to 
ignore the town finances when 
considering the potential earn- 
ings of an official. “We dis- 
cussed all the parameters. I think 
we were all headed in the same 
direction. We were pretty much 
in sync,” said Vispoli. 

“We always take into consid- 
eration everything,” said Select- 
man Ted Teichert. 

Stapczynski would not say 
what he would do if the select- 
men offer him a raise or bonus 
next month. 

“I don’t know if they are 
going to put me in the position,” 
said Stapezynski. “It has been 
my practice to take my cost-of- 
living increase after the contacts 
are settled with the employee 
groups.” 

Stapezynski is in the last year 
of his third five-year contact. A 
two-person subcommittee will 
determine what standards the 
selectmen will use to decide if 
they should give Stapezynski 
another contract. A new contract 
would start next fiscal year. 
Major said the decision needs to 
be made by March 2005, 

When asked if public input 
would be sought during a select- 
men’s meeting, Major said it “is 
not a bad idea to open up a por- 
tion of the meeting.” 

The comments could help the 
selectmen with their decision on 
whether to extend Stapezynski’s 
contract, he said.

Larry Cancro, who can see his old college dormitory room 
from his office, must think he’s cramming for another brutal final 
exam at Boston University. 

The dizzying past couple of weeks have been a coffee-fueled 
blur for the Red Sox senior vice president of Fenway Park affairs. 

“T've been going 90 miles an hour, 20 hours a day, the last 
week," said Cancro, a 20-year resident of Andover.

empty, but it is everything you 
live for,” he said. “It’s exactly 
what you want. It’s just a won- 
derful experience.” 

Cancro has been burning the 
midnight oil making sure every- 
thing goes smoothly with some 
A-list celebrities and politicians. 
They sang the national anthem or threw out the "first pitch" or par- 
ticipated in Major League Baseball-sponsored ceremonies for the 
World Series games at Fenway Park. If the Series lasts six games 
and returns to Fenway, he’ll have more work ahead of him. 

He says he also was the first to introduce the now-obligatory 
post-championship changes in which players immediately don 
caps and T-shirts, sparking huge sales among the adoring public. 

This year’s run has been a 180-degree turnaround from his 
first World Series experience. In 1986, Cancro was certain he was 
about to realize his lifelong dream of touching the World Series 
championship trophy. 

“That was a shocking experience,” he said wistfully of the col- 
lapse against the New York Mets in the “Bill Buckner series.” 
Bucker also lived in Andover then. 

“Everybody that worked here, everybody was talking about it 
(years after), How did we lose?’ It’s so difficult to accept that we 
didn’t win. 

“There were two strikes and two outs and we started to hand 
out hats and shirts. I was in charge of taking the wire off the cham- 
pagne. Then there was one hit and two hits and we started putting 
the shirts back and the bottles back. We slowly put it away, then 
frantically put it away.” 

He says it was just broadcaster Bob Costas, Boston Globe 
writer Jackie MacMullan and himself in the locker room where 
the championship trophy sat. Unfortunately for Cancro, when 
Costas tells the story, he adds a little more drama. “He says he was 
with (then-Red Sox owner) Jean Yawkey,” said Cancro with a 
laugh. “* ‘Nobody wants to hear I was with you,’ says Costas.” 

Costas might jokingly distance himself from Cancro, but 
everybody else wants a piece of him this year. 

Not just because of his baseball involvement either. Cancro 
will be honored as the Greater Boston Association of Retarded 
Citizens’ Man of the Year on Nov. 9.

For students in

The teacher’s desk is 
home plate, and her 
class of 20 is grouped 
around the imitation 
grass to mark the 
infield, outfield and the 
three bases. One wall is 
draped in green felt to 
capture the look of Fen- 
way’s famous Green 
Monster. Boxed off ina 
corner of the room is 
the dugout, where 
Todisco says the kids 
can be seen “chillin’ 
like (pitcher Curt) 
Schillin’.” 

“Those first two 
weeks of school, you 
have to bond as a 
team,” Todisco says. 
“The message is that 
we work together to 
achieve and there’s not 
one person more 
important than the 
other.”

fade into history, if the Red Sox 
86-year run without a World 
Series victory goes with it. 

Gorey, who began writing 
songs when he was a student at 
Andover High School, set out to 
capture the foolish pride and 
camaraderie shared between 
those who have continuously 
rooted for the Red Sox, never 
taking off the Sox sports gear 
that displays the “scarlet letter” 
— the Boston “B’ — to show their 
support. 

His song, The Scarlet Letter, 
relates the ‘B’ for Boston Red 
Sox to Nathaniel Hawthorne's 
book The Scarlet Letter. Instead 
of wearing an A for adultery, 
such as Hester Prynne does in 
the book, Sox fans wear a B for 
the Boston team on their caps. 
Gorey said Prynne wore her A 
with pride, just as fans wear the 
beloved B with pride, regardless 
of how the rest of the world 
Views it. 

“Tt just kind of occurred to 
me that we wear it anyway. We 
are still proud of it,” he said. 

Gorey said he wrote the song 
after last year’s heartbreaking 
loss to the New York Yankees in 
exta innings of Game 7 of the 
American League Champi- 
onship Series. 

“We lost in just a horrifying 
fashion. It was really just awful. 
I really just lost my mind. I just 
wanted to capture the fact that 
they keep putting me through 
this,” he said

The nationally-ranked Andover High girls 
varsity soccer team, improving to 15-1, lost for 
the first time but also chalked up three more wins 
to clinch its 13th Merrimack Valley Conference 
title in the last 19 years. 

The Lady Warriors scored two early goals 
and went on to stun a good Chelmsford team, 7- 
1, in an MVC | game at Lovely Field. 

The bid for a third undefeated regular season, 
and the first-ever unbeaten and untied campaign, 
went by the boards when Billerica edged the 
Lady Warriors, 1-0, under the lights at Lovely 
Field 

The red-hot Indians haven't lost since a 5-2 
setback to Andover on Sept. 21, and this victory 
briefly kept them in contention for a share of the 
conference championship. 

It was only Billerica’s second victory over 
the years at Andover. 

Last fall the teams tied twice, 2-2 and 0-0, 
with the shutout the first of three suffered in 2003 
by Andover (1-0 to Notre Dame Academy-Hing- 
ham) and Lincoln-Sudbury in the Division | 
North Tournament). 

“The loss may have taken some of the pres- 
sure off,” said AHS co-head coach Dick Loschi.

Neighborhood protests 
day-care center plans 


Over 50 residents pack zoning meeting

Plans for a day-care center at the 


already congested intersection of 


Lowell Street and Greenwood and 
Lovejoy roads, are moving ahead 
with plenty of neighborhood opposi- 
tion. 

More than 50 residents of that 
corner of town packed last Thursday 
night’s zoning meeting. Developer 
Yvon Cormier’s Y-Cee Investment 
Trust is looking to get the necessary 
variances for his Mulberry Day Care 
Center project. No decision was 
made by zoning officials and the 
project will not be discussed again 
at a zoning board meeting until Jan- 
uary. 

Meanwhile, neighbors have 
pledged to continue their fight 
against the 10,000-square-foot day 
care center, which is three times the 
size allowed under town bylaws. 
Y-Cee is seeking a variance from 
that bylaw. 

Neighborhood complaints center 
on the busy intersection which 
already includes the IRS, a gas sta- 
tion and the former Rolling Green 


motel, which has been approved for 


an apartment conversion that will 
include affordable housing. Some 
200 units are planned. Neighbors 
say “enough is enough” for the con- 
gested corner. 

“The traffic is what I spoke 
against,” said Joe Reilly of Cotton- 
wood Drive. “It’s already congested 
at the traffic light at Greenwood and 
Lovejoy.”

He’s taken photographs of that 
backed-up traffic light on a recent 
Saturday afternoon and wondered, 
“Can you imagine what a weekday 
will be like if 160 kids are at the cen- 
ter?” 

Neighbor Nila Doyle of Tiffany 
Lane said it was an overflow crowd 
at the meeting and the group will 
continue to fight the project. She 
recently visited a Mulberry Day Care 
Center in Newburyport where the 
10,000-square-foot center sits on 
three acres and there are no houses 
around. Y-Cee is looking to build on 
about 1% acres in an area that is par- 
tially zoned single-family. Develop- 
ers are looking to be protected by the 
Dover Amendment, which protects 
religious facilities, schools and day- 
care centers, from strict zoning laws. 

The big crowd did not surprise 
Planning Director Steve Colyer, who 
is well aware of the strong neighbor- 
hood opposition to the plan. He said 
the developer’s plans are confusing 
at this point, as two applications have 
been filed and no one seems to know 
why. The plans differ on parking, as 
the first application has access to a 
parking lot from Greenwood Road, 
while the second application has 
access from Route. 133, directly 
across from the IRS. 

“Which one do you want?” is the 
first question that needs to be 
answered,” said Colyer, who did not 
attend the meeting. 

Zoning officials will be looking to 
have that answered in January.

Once again it has been a battle for inde 
pendent candidates to have their names placed 
on the ballot. So far Nader will be on the bal 
lot in 33 states. Another three states have 
Nader's name on the ballot but court action is 
pending that could remove it. In eight other 
states, court action is underway to place 
Nader's ticket on the ballot. In six states It 
may be added to the ballots as write in votes 

So far, Oklahoma is the only state where 
Nader's ticket has no ballot access 

Ralph Nader was born in Winsted, Cor 
necticut in 1934. He graduated magna cum 
laude from Princeton in 1955 and from 
Harvard Law School in 1958 

Nader became famous in 1965 when his 
book, “Unsafe at Any Speed," challenged the 
safety of the Corvair automobile made by 
General Motors (GM). With the money he made 
from the settlement with GM, Nader set in 
motion a consumer movement. His group be 
came known as “Nader's Raiders." 

Nader's Raiders were successful in push 
ing for laws to protect consumers, workers 
taxpayers and the environment, combatir 
corporate abuse and giving citizens better ac 
cess to government. He has founded or orga 
nized more than 100 civic organizations and 
written many books and publications 

The mascot for his campaign is the bull 
dog, selected because bulldogs hold their 
ground. Other symbols are the robin because 
it reminds people of springtime and progress 
the red rose because of its beauty and love 
and the oak tree to show strength and integ- 
rity. Nader's motto is Eureka! (I've found it!)
